Exit the Postage Stamp 

Ig the postage stamp doomed? 

It is if a postal innovation hailing 
from New Zealand, where it has been 
tried with great success, is generally | 
adopted by. the postal authorities of | 
the world. In the future,:instead of 
buying postage stamps, licking or oth- 
erwise molstening the gum on. their 
backs and applying sufficient pressure 
to ceuse adherence, all we may need 
to do will be to put our letters under 
a Machine anc turn a crank. 

The machine, which in New Zea- 
land is rented from.the postal author- 
ities, records the amount stamped, 
just like a gas meter, and payment is 
made to a collector, who calls at in- 
tervals. It gives impressions of half 
penny, one, three and six pence and 
one shilling, and as eath impression 
is made its value is automatically re- 
corded on a set of dia’; at the top of 
the machine. © 

As a precaution against fraud, the 
machines are turned out from the 
workshops with only one means of 
opening them .nd that it is by patent 
lock; the key of whicn is handed to 
the postal authorities after the ma- 
chine has been exhaustively tested. 
There are no screws that will give 
admission to the interlor and there- 
fore the. mechanism cannot be tamp- 
ered with. The greatest safegu td, 
howcver,. lies in the fact that’ 
labor of committing a fraud would = 
valuciess.

Was a Brave Sailor. 


An interesting figure passed away 
recently in. Toronto with ‘the death 
of Gaptain 0. G. V. Spain. He was 
one of Canada’s few authorities on 
Daval matters and coast defence, and 
had an active career as a sea fighter. 
As midshipman, he served on His 
Majesty’s battleship ‘‘Minotaur” ‘1 
the Egyptian War in 1882, and drst 
ecented the smoke of battle. For bray-| 
ery in this war, he was awarded the 
Khedive’s bronze star. In 1884-5 
two years later, as Lieut. Spain, he 
served on the “Dolphin” during oper- 
ations at Suakim in the’Hast Soudan, 
and was again recognized for bravery 
in connoction with a long-drawn-out 
defence of the army’s water supply. 

When he retired from the British: 
navy, Captain Spain was made com- 
mander of the Canadian armed cruis- 
ing fleet, of eleven ships, guarding 
the fisheries on the Canadian coasts. 

In 1893, he was made Commission- 
er of Dominion Police, 
was appointed wreck commissioner 
for Canada, and a nautical member of 
the Myhthouse board. . In 1905, he 
was mado commander of Canada's

Canon Scott Would Build Memoria 


/ “fo Hero. si | 
A proposal. to erect a ehureh te the . 
memery of Welfe, on a conspicuous | 
site in the new Battlef * Park, 
whieh is now } opened up by the 
National Battlefields Commission, haa 
been made.by Rev. Canon, Scott, of 
Quebec.. Already a beautiful avenue | 
ownage put threugh, connécting the 
as of Ab on the cliffs over- . 
loo the St. Lawrence, with the 
battlefield of Ste. Foye, overlooking ; 
the St. Charles Valley. This avenue | 
is named the Avence des Braves. It 
is proposed to erect the churoh on a 
piece of ground which is the highest 
spot on this avenue, and the highest 
part of the whole future park. The 
option on the site has already been 
secured, the property having a front- 
age of 260 feet en the Avenue des 


and other a ‘ae’ 


Standing. on the proposed site one 
can see across the fields the very 
place where the battle was fought; 
and, when the trees are bare of 
leaves, even the spot where Wolfe 
fell. To the north an extensive. view 
of the Laurentian Mountains across 
the valley of the St. Charles is obtain- 
able, while in the immediate fore- 
ground is to be seen the monument 
Aux Braves, marking the battlefield 
of 1760. 

Plans of the ehurch have already 
been prepared. Two uesigns have 
been submitted, one of wiich is by 
R. A. Cram, architect of the exten- 
sions to St. Alban’s Cathedral, rrd 
provides for a building in late Gothic 
atyle, with lofty interior, stone-vault- 
ed roof, with nave of six bays, trifor- 
lum, and large clerestory traceried 
windows. Tho interior Is completely 
flanked with flying buttresses, with 
the exception of the weat end, while 
the east end is to be rounded. The 
cost of the building will be in the 
neighborhood of one hundred. thous- 
and dollars. é : 

Already Canon Scott received 
considerable support for the idea, and 
has ;-ot the ear of some very influen- 
tial men both in England and in this 
country. The Archbishop of Canter- 
bury writes: ‘(Nothing could be better 
than that a church should be erected 
to the memory of Wolfe, whose claims 
to: our gratitude are recognized, I 
think, by everyone.” Prof. Osler, reg- 
ius professor of medicine at Oxford, 
thinks the suggestion excellent, and 
promises to help in any way he pos- 
sibly can. Lord Ha’.fax, of whose 
family Gen. Wolfe was_a distant con- 
nection, approves highty of the pro- 
posal, and will give his support. The 
Archbishop of ‘ork says he ts much 
interested, and hoped the idea would 
meet with every success. He will con- 
tribute later as a token of his interest 
and of his connection between Gen. 
Wolfe and the Diocese of York. Oth- 
ers who are: interested are tho Duke 
of Newcastle, the Bishop of Winches- 
ter, Lord Stanhope, and many others. 

The body of Gen. Wolfe at present 
lies buried in the family vault at St. 
Alphege’s Church, Greenwich, Eng., 
but, at least, ‘n this memorial church 
& cenotaph to Wolfe might. be erected 
if it could not be that his actual re- 
mains might~be brought to Quebecs 
Again, no more suitavle place cou 4 
be found to hang the flag in which 
Wolfe was. wrapped and carried off 
the field of battlé. This flag is at 
present carefully preserved and hung 
{fn an English cathedral. -Possibl.: 
other relics of Wolfe may find their 
way to the church, such as his private 
Communion Book, which is still pr>- 
served. In an age when such a thing 
was uncommon Wolfe led a pure life.

The Great Lakes. 

We all know in a general way that 
Lake Superior is the largest and Lake 
Ontario the smallést. of the Great 
Lakes, but the relative facts are 
scarcely known to the avernge person. 
While Lake Michigan ranks second i1 
size, be:ng forty-five miles shorter 
than Lake Suporior, itis twice as dee> 
at its greatest depth, the figures be- 
ing 900 feet for Lake Superior and 
1,800 feet for Lake Michigan,.so that 
in cubical contents the latter far out- 
reaches Superior. Lake Huron'‘s great- 
est depth also is a hundred feet more 
than that of Lake Superior, so. that. 


‘the greatest is not superior in every- 


thing, after all. eet? 

Lake Erie and Lake Ontario are 
comparatively shallow, with maxi- 
mum depth of 204 feet and 412 feet, 
and yet we should not like to fall 
overboard in either of them. In width 
—maximum figures —- Lake Superfor 
comes first with 160 miles, Huron se- 
cond with 105, Michigan third with 
eighty-four, Erie fourth with sixty, 
and Ontario last with only ffty-two 
miles of greatest breadth. 

In comparison with its area, On- 
tario leads with a drainage of 29,769 
square miles for its area of 6,700, the 
others being Erie, drainage 39,680, 
area 10,000 square miles; Huron, 
@rainage 74,000, area 23,000 square 
miles; Michigan, drainage, 70,000, 
area 22,400 square miles; and Super- 
jor, drainage 86,000, area 382,900 
square miles. Drop in elevation is 
very gradual,* Lake Superior belvg 
600 feet above sea level, Michigan 
678 feet, Huron 574 feet, Erie 564 
feet, and then cames a big drop to 
284 feet for Lake Ontario. »

Mushroom time is at hand agal 
and all over the broad Dominion the

Perhaps the best known of all the 
varieties is the meadow mushroom, 
whence is derived the spawn frémh

ls grown. Very partial to pasture 
fields, particularly where sheep run, 
there are several places near the city 
where its white cap ani pink gills 
attract the gatherer. None of the bad 
growths can be mistaken for ft, The 
gills turn a brown, later a black, be-,

Any- 
one will enjoy swallowing a tooth- 
some dish of these, rather than the 
mame. Once again it {s not under- 
standable how an amateur, the veriert 
tyro, can mistake this variety for any 
detested toadstool ever trod under 
foot. Like the last, it is a buff color, 
tut spotted with darn shaggy patches, 
and to secure the paraso] mushrooms 
frequent any place where cattle pas- 
ture or horses graze, or seek the mar- 
gins of woods. ; 

You do not need to take my word 
for it. ‘‘Wherever,” says’ an author- 
ity, “ati agaric on a long stalk, en- 
larged at the base, presents a dry 
cuticle, more or less scal7, a darker 
colored umbonated tcp, a moveable 


rin: on the stalk, and whito gills, it 


must be the agaricus procerus, and 
{t may be gathered and eaten without 
fear.” 

A pocketful, or a peck, you will like 
the tender succulence of the shaggy- 
maned variety—Coprinus comatus— 
common all over, and a delicious, nu- 
tritious dainty of the fields. Yet once 
more, no poisonous kind looks like it 
—in shape of a closed umb-ella, of a 
downy whiteness, beautifully spotted 
with brown. Beneath it is a delicate 
pink when young, but speedily turns 
black and dissolves into an inky sub- 
stance, leaving but the bare stalk 
standing.. You can often*hay 3.them as 
late as Decembér. » 

Remindful of a ““‘swell’’ dinner, 
that name—he’r the fairy-ring mush- 
room, and may be growing in the 
coming fortnight’ right outside your 
window, unbeknown, unless you ac- 
quaint yourself with the buff-colored, 


‘crescent-shaped’ patches, or some- 
times’ forming irregular rings. The 
full, soft masses may be picked and 
strung, it is said, and retain iheir 
piquant flavor for years. 

Slow and sure now, gleaner of the 
wood-lots!: The false fairy ring ‘if- 
fers from. the true in the gills and in 
the lines under the cap—where they 
are crowded close together, and not 
wide apart as in the true food. The 
false kind has a depressed cap, the 
true has it always mounded. Also, if 
it’s taste is acrid and not sweet aud 
agreeable, reject it.—C.M.C., in To- 
ronto Star Weekly.

Mr. Lytle’s book will never figure 
among the best sellers, nor will he 
coin-money with it. Only one copy 
will probably be sold in any munici- 
pality and possibly not that many in 
bome of the smaller communities.
